Rain Necessary 
In Most Areas 


The crop report of the Bank of 
Montreal says conditions in the Prai- 
rie. Provinces continue favorable on 
‘the whole, although some damage 
has occurred as a result of hot wea- 
ther, particularly in southeastern 
Saskatchewan and in the southern 
portions of Alberta and Manitoba. 
Moderate rains and light showers in 
many districts have checked deterior- 
ation but further moisture is required 
to aid filling. 


Grasshoppers, which are now in 
|flight, are a serious menace to crops, 
| but, apart from southeastern Saskat- 
jchewan where some severe damage 
‘has occurred, losses so far: have not 
been extensive. Hail damage is re- 
ported at scattered points. 


Crops have deteriorated during the 
past week in Alberta, chiefly owing to 
insufficient moisture and winds in 
central and southern areas. Rains 
are required in these areas for filling 
and for checking deterioration. The 
weather in northern areas has been 
showery and cool. Light yields are 
expected in the Peace River district, 
due to early drought. 

While hot weather has caused de- 
terioration to crops in some sections 
of Saskatchewan, conditions generally 
continue satisfactory. Light to heavy 
showers in many districts have been 
beneficial to crops, but good rains are 
required at most points to ensure thea 
proper filling. Grasshoppers are at- 
tacking crops in the southeastern dis- 
trict. Some wheat is being cut for 
feed. Elsewhere the dumage to date 
from grasshoppers is slight. 

Manitoba—Crops are maturing rap- 
idly and wheat harvesting should be 
fairly general in about a week. Crops 
generally ‘continue satisfactory, al- 
though due to the hot weather some 
deterioration has occurred. While 
light to moderate scattered showers 
have fallen, further moisture would 
be beneficial in most districts. Grass- 
hoppers are prevalent in the south, 
but little damage is reported so far.

The World of Wheat

“Which variety of wheat, of oats, or 
of barley, shall I use?” 

This is a question being asked to- 
day by manfiy farmers, arid all because 
of the profusion .of good varieties 


able to the farmers by the profession- 
al plant’ breeders: 

' The truth is that there is now no 
longer any one variety that is suitable 
such os Marquis used to be, for all 
districts alike, Instead there are now 
particular varieties better suited than 
others for certain districts, 

“How can farmers tel! which is the 
best variety for their own district? 
_ In the first place a good deal of au- 
thoritative advice is given, but there 
is a way by which farmers can ob- 
strve for themselves. At every Gov- 
ernmental Experimental Farth, Tlus- 
tration Station, University and School 
of Agriculture plots of many varieties 
are growing. Also at over 900 points 
throughout. the West, the “Crop 
Testing Plan” has installed, through 
the medium of the local elevatcw 
agents, a demonstration plot, which 
consists of eight recommended vari- 
eties of wheat, six of oats and six of 
barley. Farmers and others who vis- 
it these plots can, therefore, see with 
their own eyes which varietids' are 
best suited to their own districts.

VINCENT’S ANGINA — , 

Vincent’s angina, or trench mouth, is an infectious disease. It begins 
with a dryness and burning of the gums or with a sore throat. If the 
nfection is in the gums they become swollen, tender, an angry red and 
irequently show raw bleeding surfaces round the teeth. In the acute 
stage there is fever with headache and listlessness, 

The infection may be conveyed directly by kissing, by droplets 
coughed or spoken into the air or by the use of cups and eating utensils 
ihat have been already used by an infected person and have not been 


groperly sterilized. 


The infection is especially liable to take hold in a mouth that has 
seen neglected. Jagged teeth, overhanging fillings, pyorrhea pockets 


‘reate ideal conditions for the germs. 


It is very probable too that the 


zuis are made more susceptible to this infection by a diet deficient in 


Vitamin C. 


It would be more easy to prevent thé spread of infection if we 
cnew more about the relative importance of the causes of infection. 
some people believe that the disease is mainly spread by the cups and 
glasses used in soda water fountains, lunch counters and restaurants, 
thers, knowing how very numerous are the places where glasses are 
mproperly washed and never sterilized at all, argue that if this method 
of spreading the disease were important everyone would have it by now. 


Research is badly needed.

varm dirty water. should be regarded as dangeroys. The public could do 
1 great deal to improve conditions if every customer would ask, before 
ordering a drink: “How has that glass been sterilized?”

He 
knows that his job is not to concern 
himself so much with the source of 
news and opinion as with the sound- 
ness and basic quality of news and 
opinion. He prides himself on being 
able to judge between opposing argu- 
ments simply on their merits. So 
long as he is allowed to judge freely 
there is no menace in propaganda. 
But when the editor is regimented, 
when governmental restrictions pre- 
vent his judging freely—then there is 
indeed danger to one of the principal 
pillars of civil liberty——The Printed 
Word.
